caps and the bandswitch, since the barriers to access are formidable,= 
but it's worth it just for the entertainment.

I am actually working on my SP-210LX and the bandswitch was getting a= 
little scratchy, so I gritted my teeth and commenced the excavation.= 

Getting the side covers off the tuning caps is relatively easy, only= 
8 screws each, so of course it's pretty boring inside (but you have to= 
take them off anyhoo). The lid in the middle is secured by something= 


like 50 screws, so that took some concentration, but when I lifted it= 
I felt like Howard Carter. I saw things, wonderful things....

The bandswitch is related to the R-390's, in concept if not in total com= 
plexity. It is about 14" long and is subdivided into five shielded boxe= 
s. The shaft has a bushing on the front and an adjustable conical beari= 
ng on the rear. Within each box the shaft has five, count ‘em, five,= 
brass cams (for a total of 25). Each cam is about 3/4" in diameter and= 
is in the form of a pressed cup, so that the edge is about 3/16" wide.= 
There are five channels pressed into each side of each box. Riding= 
in the channels are five phenolic squares about 2" on a side. There= 
are tension springs on each rail to keep the squares in line. Each phe= 
nolic square has a circular hole about 1.5" in diameter, within which= 
the cam circulates. As you turn the switch, the cams move the phenolic= 
squares up and down a total of about 1/4". Two conductive strips about= 
half an inch wide are wrapped around the lower edge of each phenolic= 
square. These in turn mesh with altogether four contacts sticking up= 
from the bottom phenolic plate of the switch when the square is at the= 
bottom of its excursion. This forms a double-pole single-throw switch= 
for each of the 25 phenolic squares, a total of 50 poles. Wow. Watchi= 
ng the whole thing undulate when turning the shaft is an existential exp= 
erience.

Incidentally, after I swapped out the bad components and hotted (!!) thi= 
s beast up, WWV at 10 MHz was off calibration by about 2 KHz. It may= 
be old and uglier than a mud fence, but it's a pretty good box. I'1ll= 
post sensitivity figures after I tweak it some more. Anyone have a clu= 
e as to the antenna impedance?
